The Jones County Solid Waste Commission meeting was held at the Jones County Courthouse in the
community room. The meeting was called to order at 6:32 p.m. Those present were Merle Tank, Rod
Gravel, Dave Goedken, Dave Dirks, Ned Rohwedder, Lloyd Eaken, Todd Whipple and Jake Gravel. The
minutes from the June 2" meeting were read and a motion was made by Ned to approve the minutes as
read and a second by Dave Dirks. All ayes motion was carried. The list of bills was reviewed with a
motion to approve was made by Ned with a second by Dave G. All ayes motion carried. The accounts
receivable, revenue and expenditure report and Accounts receivable were all reviewed with a motion to
approve as presented was made by Lloyd and a second by Rod. All ayes motion carried.

A report from ECICOG with updates of the big items Alicia has been working on was reviewed.

The board discussed the options for the corrective measures options for the Landfill project. A motion
was made by Ned to approve option number 2 (Vent Trench-connected to existing LCS & venting LCS.
Plus Monitored Natural Attenuation) at an estimated cost of $58,750 and also to have an engineer from
HLW onsite fulltime for the duration of the project with an additional estimated cost of $30,300. Lloyd
second the motion. A roll call vote was taken: Rod aye, Dave G. aye, Dave D. aye, Ned aye, Lloyd aye,
and Merle aye. Motion carried unanimously.

Lloyd made a motion to approve Merle and or Jake to have the authority to approve change orders up
to $1,500 without having to have a special meeting for the Landfill project. Dave G. second the motion.
All ayes motion carried.

The board discussed the mowing of the Closed Landfill and around the Transfer Station. The option of
going out for bids to see if it would be cheaper to contract someone to take care of all the mowing
instead of purchasing a different tractor was brought up. A motion was made by Lloyd to go out for bids
for the mowing of the Closed Landfill and around the Transfer Station with the Landfill commission not
being responsible for any equipment damage or accidents the bidder may have while doing the mowing.
Dave G. made the second. All ayes motion carried. Jake is to put an ad in the local papers for bids with
a due date of August 4" 2020 by 4:00 p.m.

Tractor bids were reviewed and tabled until the board can compare the costs of purchasing a new
tractor to the price of contracting someone to mow.

Lloyd made a motion to move Dean Husman up to being able to work 25 to 30 hours per week going
back to July 1°t 2020 so he could get paid the proper hours for the 4™ of July holiday. Dave G. second the
motion. All ayes motion carried.

There was no other business that was discussed. Motion by Lloyd and second by Rod to adjourn the
meeting all ayes motion carried. Meeting adjourned @ 8:03 p.m.
